Scotland’s Steve Hislop (Yam) won the 
Macau Grand Prix in Macau, November 
20, topping Ireland’s Robert Dunlop 
and England’s Mark Farmer (Duc). 
Michael Barnes was the top American 
finisher in the road race with the 
Floridian finishing fourth overall in the 
two-leg race. The event was marred by a 
three-rider crash that saw Canadian 
Michael Taylor badly injured. The 28- 
year-old suffered a broken arm, leg, 
shoulder blade, collarbone and ribs after 
crashing and being run over by Austrian 
Karl Truchsess. David Jefferies also 
crashed in the incident, but neither he 
nor Truchsess were injured. Taylor is 
recovering from a seven and a half hour 
operation performed by Grand Prix 
medic Dr. Claudio Costa and local 
Macau surgeons, and he is expected to 
return to Canada this week. Two other 
local riders were killed, one during a 
novice practice session and the other in 
the ACM Trophy Novice final. 


Jeremy McGrath (Hon) won both legs 
of the Barcelona Supercross, November 
20-21. Belgian Stefan Everts (Suz) put 
on a come-from-behind ride to finish 
second on Saturday and South African 
Greg Albertyn was third. American 
Larry Ward (Yam) was fourth ahead of 
fellow countryman Steve Lamson 
(Hon). On Sunday, Albertyn was sec- 
ond, Lamson third, Frenchman Yann 
Guedard (Kaw) fourth and American 
Guy Cooper (Suz) fifth. Cooper current- 
ly leads the World Supercross 
Championship point standings by 12 
points over Albertyn, 44-32. 


Rodney Smith (Suz) won the 250cc class 
in the first round of the Enduro-thon 
series at the San Jose Fairgrounds in San 
Jose, California, November 21. The 
125cc class was won by the team of Dan 
and Don Hart (Hon) while Ricky Ryan 
(Hon) took home the Open class victory. 
The next round of the series will be held 
on December 5. 


Road racer Dale Quarterley will again 
ride a Team Mirage-backed Kawasaki in 
the 1994 AMA Superbike National 
Championship. Quarterley, who fin- 
ished second in the championship in 
1993, surprisingly didn't get any offers 
for a factory ride for '94. Rumors that 
the New Englander had been contacted 
by Harley-Davidson to ride their new V- 
twin Superbike were just that - rumors. 
"They never even called me," 
Quarterley said from his home on 
Friday, November 19. "I'm basically all 
set for next year. The contracts are on 
the desk. I’m still waiting to hear from 
Kawasaki, but I expect to hear from 
them today." 


After learning he had won the Mickey 
Thompson Award of Excellence for the 
second year in a row, Guy Cooper 
called Cycle News just before this issue 
went to press to express his gratitude. 
Cooper was absent at the annual AMA 
Awards Banquet held in Long Beach, 
California, November 20, where it was 
announced that he had won the award. 
"I'm thrilled about it," said Cooper from 
New York's LaGuardia International 
Airport, where he was returning to his 
hometown of Stillwater, Oklahoma, 
after competing at the Barcelona (Spain) 
Supercross. “I’m sorry that I wasn't able 
to attend because of my racing commit- 
ments, but I was delighted to hear the 
news and I'm honored. I'll put it (the 
award) on my mantle over my fireplace 
and cherish it forever.” 


Speaking of Guy Cooper, he is currently 
in the middle of the “itinerary from 
hell,” and the recent strike by American 
Airlines’ flight attendants hasn't helped 








matters any. “It all started leaving 
Oklahoma City. for Barcelona,” said 
Cooper. “I left Oklahoma City for St. 
Louis, missed my connecting flight to 
New York, caught the next flight to 
Washington, then flew to New York. 
From New York, I flew to Zurich, 
Switzerland, then caught another flight 
to Barcelona. After the race, I flew from 
Barcelona to Lisbon, Portugal, then to 
New York where I am now. My flight to 
St. Louis has been delayed, and it looks 
like I'll go through Philadelphia before 
getting to Oklahoma City. I have a day 
of rest at home before going to 
California and then to Tokyo for a 
supercross. After that, I fly back home, 
have a day-and-a-half rest, then head 
back to Europe for the Geneva 
Supercross. Believe it or not, I’m having 
fun. I don’t have to worry about getting 
ready for the (AMA) Supercross Series 
in January.” 


One of the reasons Guy Cooper is hav- 
ing fun is that he beat Supercross 
Champion Jeremy McGrath in a jump 
contest at the Barcelona Supercross. 
“That was a blast,” said Cooper. “We 
both have this thing where we launch 
off the jump, take our right foot off the 
peg, and bring it around to the left foot- 
peg. It looks pretty awesome. I have to 
admit, though, McGrath has that move 
mastered.” 


Charlie Gardner phoned the Cycle News 
offices recently with news that rookie 
Expert Kenny Coolbeth has signed a 
two-year contract with the Gardner 
Racing/Walters Bros. Harley-Davidson 
race team. The 16-year-old from Warren, 
Connecticut, will contest the entire 
AMA Grand National Championship 
Series aboard the red, white and blue 
machines, leaving behind the familiar 
florescent green color scheme that he 
has worn throughout his amateur 
career. “We expect good things from 
Kenny,” said Gardner. “This will proba- 
bly be a learning year but, of course, 
Kenny expects big things from himself.” 
R&I Manufacturing-sponsored Coolbeth 
turned Pro-Am in early 1993 after his 
16th birthday, and earned enough 
points to turn Expert in only five 
months. 


ProLite Trailers will sponsor the nine- 
event 1994 AMA National Arenacross 
Series, according to the AMA. The 
series begins on December 3-5, 1993 at 
the MetroCentre in Rockford, Illinois, 
and concludes on February 25-27 at the 
Denver Coliseum in Denver, Colorado.

Graham named AMA 
Pro Athlete of the Year 


A MA Grand National Champion Ricky 





Graham was named the AMA MotoWorld 

Professional Athlete of the Year at the 
American Motorcyclist Association's annual 
Professional Awards Banquet, this year held at 
the Sheraton Long Beach Hotel in Long Beach, 
California, November 20. Graham was selected 
from a slate of six nominees who were honored 
during the banquet. The AMA MotoWorld 
Professional Athlete of the Year Award carries a 
$5000 honorarium from Seals Communications, producers of the MotoWorld and 
MotoWorld II programs for ESPN. The award is also AMA professional racing's 
highest individual honor. 

"This is just a neat way to end such a perfect year," said Salinas, California, resi- 
dent Graham. "This year wasn't very financially rewarding, but that's not what my 
comeback was about. My comeback was about pride." 

Graham's 1993 championship was the third of his career; he won his first as a pri- 
vateer Harley-Davidson rider in 1982, and scored his second title in ‘84 as a member 
of the factory Honda team. In '93, Graham stood atop the series for the second time 
as a privateer, this time as a member of the Undo Racing team. Not only did 
Graham set a new record for the longest time span between championships (nine 
years), he also set the record for the most National wins in a single season (12), the 
most-consecutive National wins (six), most half-mile National wins in a single sea- 
son (seven), and the highest-ever single season point total (330). Graham also cap- 
tured the inaugural Harley-Davidson 883 Dirt Track National Championship and 
the Harley-Davidson/Continental Cup 883 Championship. 

Joining Graham as nominees for Pro Rider of the Year were World Individual 
Speedway Champion Sam Ermolenko, AMA Superbike National Champion Doug 
Polen, 250cc National MX Champion Mike Kiedrowski, Camel Supercross 
Champion Jeremy McGrath and 500cc World Road Racing Champion Kevin 
Schwantz. 


Several other awards were presented during the banquet: 

Long-time AMA official and staff member W.A. "Bill" Boyce was recognized as 
the 1993 AMA Professional Sportsman of the Year, while motocrosser Guy Cooper 
was awarded both the AMA Goodwill Ambassador Award and the Mickey 
Thompson Award of Excellence. Cooper, who was unable to attend due to an inter- 
national racing commitment, is the first rider to ever win the Mickey Thompson 
Award of Excellence more than once. 

The Dud Perkins Award, the AMA’s highest individual award outside the realm 
of racing, was presented to Sharon Clayton, who accepted on behalf of herself and 
her late husband, Chuck. The Claytons brought Cycle News to National publishing 
prominence and are the founders of the Clayton Foundation, a non-profit organiza- 
tion that helps injured motorcycle racers. 

Three promoters were honored for their excellence in event promotion: Bill and 
Jerry West of World Sports Promotion received the Motocross Promoter of the Year 
Award, and Jim Haynes accepted the Road Race Promoter of the Year Award on 
behalf of Road America. Bert Sanders represented the Peoria Motorcycle Club, 
which was honored as Dirt Track Promoter of the Year. 

Upcoming pro riders received Rookie of the Year awards, with Takahiro Sohwa 
honored in Superbike Road Racing, Robbie Reynard in motocross and Ben Bostrom 
in dirt track. 

The Archer/MotoWear International Look Sharp Award was presented to 
Harley-Davidson TwinSports Rookie of the Year Joe Winston III. 

Manufacturers of the Year were Ducati in road racing, Honda in motocross and 
Harley-Davidson in dirt track. 

Champions of all AMA professional racing series were recognized by co-hosts 
Dave Despain and Larry Maiers, as were the riders who combined to win four indi- 
vidual and two team World Championships in 1993. 

The AMA's World Champions in '93 were Athlete of the Year nominees 
Ermolenko and Schwantz; World Superbike Champion Scott Russell; World 
Endurance Road Racing Champion Doug Toland; the Motocross des Nations team 
of Jeff Emig, Kiedrowski and McGrath; and the World Team Speedway 
Championship winning squad of Ermolenko, Billy Hamill, Greg Hancock, Josh 
Larsen and Bobby Ott.

He told me 
very emphatically then that someday I 
would be the first woman mayor here. I 
didn't give it much thought at the time, 
but after Mickey and his wife Trudy 
were murdered in 1988, and I was later 
elected to the City Council, I could feel 
his encouragement all over again."

Keith Collins dropped us a note to let us 
know that a protest rally will be held at 
Alvord Road, the traditional start of the 
Barstow to Vegas, on Saturday, 
November 27. Collins was arrested there 
last year and is still awaiting his day in 
court, but says this year's rally has been 
approved by the BLM and is completely 
legal. Nearly 350 exemptions to the BLM 
closure order were granted (seven times 
more than have been issued in the past), 
but the protest route was limited to just 
three miles. After the rally, which will 
include guest speakers and a collection 
of Christmas toys and canned goods for 
the needy, those with exemptions will 
participate in a “freedom ride" along the 
designated route. Those without exemp- 
tions can ride with someone else (in a 
four-wheel drive vehicle or on a motor- 
cycle) or participate on a non-motorized 
vehicle (bicycle, horse or on foot). 
Following the freedom ride, those want- 
ing to travel the Mojave Road or any 
other legal road or trail can do so with 
no permit required. The rally starts at 
7:30 a.m., and Alvord Road is off the 
Harvard Road exit of I-15, approximate- 
ly 20 miles east of Barstow.

contract with the Martin Adams-owned 
Smokin' Joe's Racing team to contest the 
1994 AMA Superbike National Championship 
Road Race Series, according to Adams. Magee 
will ride the team's Honda 'RC45 in the 10-race 
series which begins with the Daytona 200 at 
Daytona International Speedway on March 13 
and concludes at Sears Point International 


Raceway on August 21. 


The 31-year-old is expected to make his debut 
with the team during the three-day Dunlop test 
session at Daytona International Speedway on 
December 1-3. Magee will ride last year's Honda 
RC30 at the test, which he will use mainly to get 


accustomed to the 3.56-mile race track. 


"I'm thrilled," Adams said on Monday, 





November 22. “It’s sort of a coup, getting him to 

come here to race in America. Rob (Muzzy), myself and (Eraldo) Ferracci have all 
succeeded in bringing world-class talent back to America.

Magee brought attention to himself with his performances aboard Marlboro- 
backed Yamaha superbikes in the early 80s in Australia, and he was signed by 
Kenny Roberts to ride Lucky Strike Yamahas in the 500cc Grands Prix in 1988 after a 
successful three-race GP debut in 1987. He finished his first full season of 500cc GP 


racing fifth in the World Championship. 


The highlight of Magee's GP career came on April 24, 1988 when he beat Eddie 


Lawson in a straight fighi 


t to win the 500cc Spanish Grand Prix at Jarama for what 


would be his only GP victory. Still a member of the Roberts-owned Lucky Strike 
Yamaha team in 1989, Magee suffered a broken leg in his post-race collison with 
Bubba Shobert in the U.S. GP at Laguna Seca, the third round of the series. In 1990, 
Magee joined the Lucky Strike Suzuki team, but he suffered serious head injuries at 


the U.S. GP at Laguna Seca on April 8. 


Magee has since tasted success in World Championship Superbike racing, win- 


ning one leg 


and finishing second in the other in the Australian round of the series 


at Phillip Island in 1992, and also adding two second-place finishes in the Japanese 


round that same season. 


In 1993, Magee raced a factory Yamaha YZR500 in the All-Japan Road Race 
Series, but his season was cut short when he suffered a broken hand in a practice 


session crash for the Suzuka 8-Hour in July.

roller to place a winning bet at the 

26th running of the Tecate Beer/Score 
International Baja 1000, though odds 
makers wouldn't have given more than 
even money on such a wager. Coming 
into the event with five-consecutive wins, 
a support helicopter, a tractor-trailer, 
multiple box vans, countless pit crew 
members and a bullet-proof KX500 close 
to the one ridden by AMA 500cc National 
MX Champion Mike LaRocco, only a 
long-shot gambler would even think of 
betting against Kawasaki's Team Green. 
And if an incredible record and detailed 
preparation weren't enough, Kawasaki 
put together a talented trio of riders, 
headed by eight-time event winner and 
the undisputed "King of Baja" Larry Roe- 
seler. Joining Roeseler were Danny 
Hamel, who fad just wrapped up his 
third-straight National Hare & Hound 
Championship with an unprecedented 
"sweep" of the series, and Ty Davis, a for- 
mer 125cc Supercross Champion and the 
"Top American" at the recent Dutch Six 
Days. 

Team Green lived up to all the expec- 
tations, securing the overall lead soon 
after leaving the Mexicali start/finish 
area and staying up front for the 
remainder of the 762.4-mile race. 

^My riding part went okay, but it 
was a long day,” said Roeseler at the fin- 
ish line. "In terms of toughness, it was 
right up there. This is the most (bike) 
parts we've ever gone through. I don't 
know how many wheels we went 
through; maybe four of five." 

This marked the first time since 1972 
that the infamous race started in Mexi- 
cali, and the first time ever that it fin- 
ished there. Organizers decided to move 
the start from the traditional location of 
Ensenada when they encountered resis- 
tance on the part of city officials and resi-

dents. The move east was rewarded with 
a huge and enthusiastic crowd, and most 
racers seemed happy with the change. 

"There was a lot of effort put forth," 
said Adolfo Yee Chek-ng, president of 
the convention and tourist bureau in 
Mexicali. "I wouldn't call it a competi- 
tion, but there was a contest between 
Ensenada and ourselves. There was very 
little time to get this going...but this race 
brings visitors for pre-runs, all the way 
up to the day after race day, and the 
exposure we get tells the story of our 
city to many more people." 

^] think the crowds are much better 
over here," said Honda's Dan Ashcraft. 
"In Ensenada I think they want to see us 
crash or something. When we leave Ense- 
nada there are 50 or more (booby) traps to 
run over. I only saw a couple here. The 
crowds seemed to be more into it." 

After leaving Mexicali and heading 
south for a short distance on Highway 5, 
the course turned west and then south 
again to follow the eastern edge of 
Laguna Salada, a huge dry lake bed that 
held water before the Colorado River 
was damned up and used for irrigation 
in the U.S.. At the bottom of the laguna, 
the course began the long counter-clock- 
wise San Felipe loop, its southern-most 
point being the Matomi Wash. The rid- 
ers returned to the beginning of the 
lower loop by skirting Highway 5 near 
San Felipe, then circulated the circuit 
again before returning to Mexicali via 
the western edge of Laguna Salada. As 
usual, the bikes left the start at 6:00 a.m., 
well before the cars, but because the San 
Felipe loop was completed twice, car 
traffic would prove to be a problem for 
even the leaders. : 

The sun was barely beginning to rise 
as Hamel, the rider of record for Team 
squad and the fifth racer off 
the line, headed out of Tecate Depot and 





onto the highway. But Roeseler took 
over where the course turned off-road 
just seven miles later, and he had the big 
KX singing as he followed Laguna Sala- 
da south to the first checkpoint at Azufre 
Pass. Roeseler's stint continued through 
checkpoint two, where the course 
rejoined the highway at Agua Coyote, 
and he handed it back to Hamel just 
before checkpoint three at Oasis Road, 
approximately 100 miles into the race. 

Honda's “A” team of Ashcraft, Dave 
Donatoni and Chuck Miller had started 
two bikes ahead of the Kawasaki, but 
they were already experiencing troubles 
and Roeseler had the overall lead when 
he arrived at Oasis. 

“I had no problems," said Roeseler 
after his stint. "I was riding along and I 
started to smell oil. I kept going and I 
saw (Ashcraft) just cruising. He had oil 
all over his rear fender." , 

The Class 21 Suzuki RMX250-mount- 
ed team of Jeff Martinez, Darren San- 
ford and Davide Trolli was having their 
own troubles. “I only got about 20 miles 
off the start when the thing just locked 
up,” said Sanford. “The crank broke. It 
happened at another race, but I thought 
it was a fluke - I guess not.” 

The break was even more depressing 
for Trolli, who had traveled all the way 
from his home in Italy only to have the 
bike quit before his first riding stint. The 
speedy Italian has been cursed by bad 
luck in North America. He had the over- 
all lead in last August’s seven-day 
Nevada Rally before getting lost on day 
six. 

Second through the check was 
Kawasaki's "B" team of Scott Morris, 
Craig Smith and Dave Ondas, and the 
Kawasaki KLX650R four-stroke-mount- 
ed squad of Ted Hunnicutt, Paul Krause 
and Garth Sweetland was third. Next, on 
Honda’s B team, was former motocross- 
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er and runner-up in the Nevada Rally, 
Charles Halcomb, whose last try at Baja 
had come in 1986 on a Cagiva 125. 

“Tt wasn’t too bad, but look at my 
rear tire,” said Halcomb, pointing at 
the totally knobless rubber that his 
crew had removed. “My back end kept 
wanting to come out on me in that lake 
bed, and the first 50 miles were really 
dusty. I didn't even know if I was 
going to be riding until about a week 
ago, when (Johnny) Campbell broke his 
collarbone pre-running. Honda called 
me and I came down and pre-ran my 
section four times, which should be 
more than enough.” 

Ashcraft came into the pits several 
minutes later, visibly upset. While 
Kawasaki puts their top teams aboard 
two-stroke KX500s, Honda has tradi- 
tionally chosen to campaign Baja aboard 
XR600 thumpers. “Big Red” earned sev- 
eral wins in the early ‘80s, but they 
lacked the speed to seriously threaten 
Kawasaki's impressive push of the last 
several years. Honda countered by 
building highly modified XRs to go up 
against the big MX bikes, but has had 
trouble making the trick machines last 
over Mexico's long distances. Consider- 
ing the fact that he has seen strong rides 
go for naught due to mechanical grem- 
lins, Ashcraft was understandably frus- 
trated when he arrived at the Honda pit, 
jumping off the bike and throwing his 
goggles to the ground. 

“The thing wouldn’t run right off the 
start,” said Ashcraft as he limped to the 
box van, watching as a horde of Japan- 
ese mechanics swarmed over the bike. 
“Tt wouldn’t even pull fourth gear on 
the pavement. I had no power, so I hit a 
washout and jammed my leg.” 

Ashcraft calmed down while his 
crew replaced what was reportedly a 
factory magneto gone bad, and he got 
back on the bike for the stint to the next 
checkpoint at Borrego, near Highway 3. 

Davis took over the controls of the 
leading Kawasaki at the Borrego pit, but 
noticed a problem soon after. "I wasn't 
really nervous, but right after I got the 
bike I looked down and I saw water all 
over my boot. I thought, ‘Oh no, I’m 
gonna get stuck with all the problems!’ I 
stopped and got off, and I saw that the 
hose clamp was bad. I decided to use a 
zip tie, but I broke a bunch of them 
before I could get one snugged up. The 
other two Kawasakis got by me, but I 
got back on and passed them both and 
pulled about eight minutes.” 

Davis took the bike all the way to San 
Felipe, where he handed it back to 
Hamel. Hamel rode north through the El 
Chinero pit stop near the Highway 5 
crossing; at that point he held a substan- 
tial lead of almost 20 minutes on the Mor- 
ris/Smith/Ondas team. Morris’ bike was 
beginning to suffer from a disintegrating 
air filter, which was passing dust and 
wreaking havoc on the Kawasaki's spark 
plug. The Team Green crew replaced the 
filter, but Morris quickly returned to the 
pit with the bike still hacking. The crew 
then replaced the spark plug as well. At 
the same time, Hunnicutt came thunder- 
ing in aboard the KLX, holding down 
third place. The big thumper was in need 
of a new clutch, and directing the speedy 
10-minute change of plates was none 
other than Roeseler. 

"] got on the bike in San Felipe, and 
something felt wrong," said Hunnicutt. 
“I thought the clutch was slipping, but I 
don't know the bike, so I wasn't sure. It 
got worse and the bike started revving, 
and that’s when I knew it was slipping. 
It was getting really bad coming in here 
- I don't think it would have made it to 
another pit." 

After installing a new clutch, button- 
ing up the right side cover, and bolting 
on the foot peg and brake and kick-start 





levers, Hunnicutt was back underway, 
though not before both Honda teams 
had passed him in the pits. 

Before long, however, Donatoni came 
motoring back to El Chinero on Honda's 
"A" bike, which ground to a halt right 
in front of the Team Green truck. Dona- 
toni pushed the wounded XR over to a 
truck team's pits, and the Honda van 
rolled up soon after. However, they 
soon discovered that the motor was too 
far gone for a quick repair. 

"| got about a mile out and it just 
went, ‘boom,’ and the top end made a 
noise like there were marbles in it," said 
Donatoni. "I got off and looked at it, 
then turned around and came back. It 
just quit right here. It’s a bummer, 
because we had made up a lot of time 
after Dan's problem." 

At that point, Honda decided to 
move all of their "A" team riders over to 
the "B" squad, in order to salvage as 
high a finish as possible. Fortunately, 
they had planned ahead by signing all 
six riders up for both teams, so all were 
eligible to ride either bike. 

Meanwhile, Kevin Foley was waiting 
in the El Chinero pits for his second stint 
aboard Team Green's Class 21 KX250, 
on which he was splitting riding duties 
with Danny Anderson, Aaron Hunting- 
ton and Morris. This was the first off- 
road race ever for Foley, who is a top 
amateur motocrosser from Florida. 

“I rode the morning section, and the 
bike wouldn't pull fifth gear," said 
Foley. "They put on a big huge flywheel 
at the last minute for the lights, and the 
tall gearing couldn't pull it." 

Hamel turned the leading Kawasaki 
back over to Davis at Borrego, for the 
second lap around the San Felipe loop. 
This was when the top bikes got their 
first encounter with car traffic, and some 
riders had better luck with the four- 
wheelers than others. 

"I've got to hand it to those drivers," 
said Miller, a two-time winner of the 
1000. “I was kind of concerned before 
the race, but now I have nothing but 
respect for those guys. They'd move 
over for me, and I. even raced with a 
couple, but it was clean racing. You bag 
a car and you really feel like you did 
something.” 

"| don't like being anywhere near 
those cars," said Morris, obviously less 
thrilled with the cars. "Some parts of the 
course were one-laned, and when I 
would come up behind a truck, it was 
hard to pass. A couple times another car 
would come up behind me; I was afraid 
they couldn't see me because of the 
dust, so I was looking back and waving 
my arms at them and stuff." 

Davis was going strong and extend- 
ing his team's lead, when he hit his sec- 
ond stumbling block of the day. "Every- 
thing was going bitchin'. I was passing 
cars left and right until I got to Matomi 
Wash. I went to gas it around a truck and 
the chain broke. Luckily, two guys (spec- 
tators Skip Crew and Don Simone) were 
right there on a KDX250. They gave me 
their chain and it fit perfectly. I was 
lucky. I owe those guys a lot.” 

"We were out there waiting for the 
first rider to come through," said Crew. 
^We saw the helicopter, so we knew Ty 
must be coming, but all of a sudden it 
stopped and was flying around in cir- 
cles. We figured something was wrong, 
so we rode up there and found him. We 
gave him the chain, and it fit so good he 
didn't even have to adjust the wheel." 

Davis got back underway after losing 
about 10 minutes, and he gave Hamel 
the bike at San Felipe with their healthy 
lead still intact. Until then, strong winds 
and blowing dust had been Mother 
Nature's primary weapons against the 
riders, but as night began to fall, so did 
the rain. Hamel got as far as El Chinero

thought the race was over. I got 
knocked a little dingy and had double 
vision. The wind was knocked out of 
me and I had tire tracks on my helmet 
and back. I eventually found the bike, 
and it started on the first kick, but the 
light was bent down and the subframe 
was broken." 

Hamel limped into the next pit at 
Oasis, where Roeseler took over and 
started the ride to the finish. 

^We didn't have a subframe at 
Oasis, so we hose-clamped a tire iron 
on and 1 rode to the next stop," said 
Roeseler. “We changed it there and we 
still had a good lead, so we took our 
time and checked things over. The pipe 
was broken and the airbox was melted, 
so exhaust was shooting in and making 
it run rich." 

Honda's combined team had now 
worked their way up to second, thanks 
in part to a hard crash by Morris. The 
Hunnicutt/Krause/Sweetland KLX650 
was fourth. À 

Roeseler arrived at the Tecate Depot, 
the actual finish of the race, at 9:01 p.m., 
then continued on to the ceremonial fin- 
ish at Avenue de los Heroes, where a 
huge crowd of locals waited and 
cheered. The Team Green/Bel-Ray/ 
NGK/Dunlop/ Acerbis /Renthal/Tsu- 
baki/Trick/Xtreme/Answer/Shoei/ 
Bieffe /Oakley /Scott/Smith/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Sidi/Alpinestars/Scott’s/PIAA/ 
LR Enterprises-sponsored KX500's time 
was 13 hours, 57 minutes, 23 seconds. 

"This feels pretty good," said Davis 
of his first-ever Baja 1000 win. “I don't 
really notice it now, but it's quite an 
accomplishment. We had a couple 
scary moments, but we pulled it off 
again." 

Ashcraft brought the American 
Honda /Yoko/AXO/Fox/Alpine- 
stars/Bieffe/Bell/ AGV /Smith/Scott/ 
Acerbis/Dunlop/Santa Cruz Con- 
cepts/Fah-Q Racing-backed XR628 into 
the finish second overall and second in 
Class 22 (Open). The Ashcraft/Hal- 
comb /Sanborn/Rutten/Donatoni/ 
Miller team was 23 minutes off the pace 
of the winning Kawasaki. 

"This happens to me all the time," 
said Ashcraft. "I never get a chance to 
race them head-to-head. We'll get them 
next time, though." 

"That bike worked phenomenally," 
said Halcomb of the factory Honda. "I 
expected the suspension to be like a 
regular XR, but you could hit things 
doing a million and it wouldn't even 
flinch. We're pretty happy. Our goal 
was to beat Kawasaki's four-stroke, 
and then to be there if their top guys 
stubbed their toes. We can't complain." 

Sweetland was the next rider in, 
securing third overall on the Hunni- 
cutt/Krause/Sweetland KLX650. "I 
wanted a challenge, and the four-stroke 
is definitely a challenge," said Hunni- 
cutt. "We're really happy with how we 
did, though. This is a brand-new bike 
for us, so we're still learning, but it 
worked good. It's nothing like winning, 
but I'm happy." 

First in Class 30 (30+) and an 
impressive fourth overall was the Rex 
Staten/Earl Roberts/Dan Worley 
KX500. “We were third physically, but 
three seconds behind the lead when I 
took the bike over at Borrego,” said 
Worley. “Rex got on and put a good 
lead on the field. We were fighting 
with the Kawasaki four-stroke and had 
a good race with it. Our bike ran well. 
It looks like we also won the class 
championship for the year.” 

Tim Morton, John Flores and Freddy 
Willert screamed their black and white 
Honda CR250 to fifth overall and first 
in Class 21 (250cc). “From the start, we 
basically put time on everybody,” said 
Morton. “We had a good race with a 











Yamaha team (Tex and Ronnie 
Mitchell) until one of their riders 
crashed. We had to change four rear 
tires because of flats and bald tires... 
was supposed to pit for Flores at Puer- 
tocitos, but I got stuck in the truck get- 
ting there. When I finally arrived at 
Puertocitos, Flores had already been 
through about 25 minutes earlier. He 
had to ride 45 or 50 more miles through 
a section he had never seen before, and 
he had to run with the cars." 

After running out of gas several 
times on the final section, the 
Morris/Ondas/Smith KX500 slippped 
back to sixth overall, and fourth in 
Class 22 (Open). "We had a 30-second 
lead on Hamel at Oasis, but Larry got 
us back," said Smith. “He had to make 
a long stop at Borrego and we put a 
two-minute physical lead on him. Ted 
Hunnicutt caught us back and since 
then, we've had nothing but problems. 
We ran out of gas at the wash after 
Cohabuzo Junction, and we went 
through one subframe, four air filters 
and five tires." 

Earning the "tortoise and the hare" 
award were Dirt Rider magazine editor 
Mark Kariya, former motocrosser John 
DeSoto and Japanese magazine editor 
Susumu Morioka, who teamed up 
aboard a Kawasaki KLX250SR Japanese 
dual sport bike. The team took advan- 
tage of breakdowns on the part of some 
of their quicker competitors to nab a 
respectable third in Class 21 (250cc). 

“I rode the first section, and as I was 
heading down the pavement, the other 
250s were all blowing by me," said 
Kariya, who was limited to a 70 mph 
top speed (with a tail wind). “By the 
time we got to the dirt, the 125s were 
passing me, and pretty soon the quads 
started going by. I guess we just out- 
lasted them." 

Chris Haines and Bill Maxim put 
their Kawasaki KLX650R in the top 
spot in Class 40 (40+) and AI Perrett 
and Art More aced Class 50 (50+). The 
Robert Prayther/Jimmy Lowe KX125 
was the winner in Class 20 (125cc), 
with the CR125 of Dave Chase, Jason 
Ingersoll, Brent Farrell and Kevin Min- 
ster about an hour off the pace in sec- 
ond. 

“We had a good time,” said Chase, a 
former mechanic for Team Green and 
KTM. “It was pretty uneventful, but 
Kevin had a funny thing happen when he 
was crossing the Diablo lake bed the first 
time. He was tapped out, and all of a sud- 
den Jimmy Lewis (an editor for Cycle 
World) pulled up alongside him on his 
beat-up old XT600. He was out there 
watching the race, and he decided to 
block the wind and let Kevin draft.” aw

and Canadian Suzuki pilot Blair Sharp- 
less. Finishing sixth overall of the day 
was local motocross hero Mike Brown, 
formerly a member of Team Peak/Pro 
Circuit Honda's 125cc supercross jug- 
gernaut. 

Class winners included Sharpless in 
the 250cc A group, Yamaha-mounted 
Shawn Brell in the Open A class and 
Pennsylvanian Robert Bennett in the 
200cc A division. Like Sharpless, Brell 
and Bennett both achieved top-10 over- 
all scores en route to their respective 
class wins; Brell was a series-high eighth 
overall while Bennett directed his 
Kawasaki into the 10th overall position. 

This was the cross country tour's sec- 
ond stop of the year at the track. The 
race was originally scheduled for mid- 
March, but was canceled when a freak 
weekend snowstorm (dubbed "the Bliz- 
zard of the Century" in this part of the 
United States) left the area under two 
feet of snow. The GNCC Series organiz- 
ers decided to reschedule the race for 
the end of the year in hopes that 
inclement weather would not violate the 
race twice in one year. The move paid 
off, as the event was graced by a sunny 
and unseasonably warm November day. 
The course - tight and rocky for the 
most part - measured close to eight 
miles per lap; the race covered nine laps 
and lasted close to three hours. 

To no one's surprise, Doug Blackwell, 
the Team Green-backed holeshot artist, 
captured the early lead as Summers, 
Plessinger, Hatch, Yamaha's Jan Hrehor 
and the rest of the Pro class competitors 
filled out the early chase group. Doug 
Jones, from Dalton, Georgia, was 
towards the front early but suffered à 
major endo when he caught a stump on 
one of the downhills. He dropped out of 
the race a short while later. 

Brown, who will run number 92 in 
AMA pro motocross next year, was not 
used to the dead-engine starting proce- 
dure, in which riders sit quietly on the 
starting grid until the referee throws a 
green flag, signaling the start of the race. 
AII day long, Brown was a contender on 
the entire track, and his highly-regarded 
MX skills made him the star of the 
motocross portion of each lap. But at the 
end of the first complete circuit, Brown 
was still back in fifth as Summers led 
Plessinger, Czech import Hrehor and 
Blackwellinto the first scoring area. 

“I took a different strategy into this 
race than I normally do," said the Amer- 
ican Honda/Oakley / Bridgestone /Hon- 
daline/Powerbar /Wiseco/ Alpines- 
tars/Specialized / Throttle Jockey / White 
Bros./Tsubaki/Camelbak/ Arai/ Answer 
-sponsored Summers. "I went all-out at 
the beginning rather than holding back 
until I needed to go faster. I found my 
rhythm early and just rode my own race 
after that." 

Summers was also trying something 
different with his ever-reliable XR. "For 
the first time ever I decided to use a dif- 
ferent motor than the stock one. I used a 
599cc engine, which is over-bored to 
78/1000. I wanted to test the motor in 
race conditions so that I will know in the 
future which type of engine will work 
best depending on traction and the lay- 
out of the course." Summers credited 
his mechanic Fred Bramblett and For- 
ward Motion's Eric Gorr for getting the 
new motor together. 

By the end of the second lap, which 
measured exactly 20 minutes on his 
mechanic's stopwatch, Summers was 
well in control of the race. Plessinger 
held second on the MSR/Dura- 
lube/Arai-backed KTM, while Brown 
made a push up into the third overall

position, just one second behind 
Plessinger at the barrels. For several laps 
Plessinger and Brown remained in close 
quarters, Plessinger using his off-road 
skills to excel in the woods while the 20- 
year-old Brown controlled the faster field 
and motocross sections on his Honda 
CR250. But even as Plessinger and Brown 
engaged in their personal duel, Black- 
well, Hatch and Norton all stayed within 
striking distance. 

Hrehor, third in the year-end cross 
country rankings, quit the race when he 
gambled and lost on the capacity of his 
fuel tank. While trying to make three 
laps without a gas stop, Hrehor hit 
empty about a mile from his pit crew. 
Athens Sport Cycle teammate Tim Shep- 
hard also ended his day prematurely 
when he snapped a chain one lap after 
Hrehor ran out of gas. 

In fact, as the leaders checked in to 
complete the sixth lap close to the two- 
hour mark, Blackwell raced up to second 
with Hatch shadowing him for third. 
Plessinger was still within range as the 
fourth-fastest rider at the two-thirds 
mark, but Brown was starting to lose a 
little steam. By the end of the next lap 
Brown had slowed considerably, allow- 
ing second-place Hatch to build a cush- 
ion of nearly three minutes on him while 
he occupied the sixth overall position. 

One of those "Sportsman of the Year" 
occurrences took place on the sixth lap 
when Plessinger got hopelessly entan- 
gled in some barbed wire along the trail. 
Hatch, seeing that Plessinger might be in 
danger, stopped to help his rival free 
himself from the fence. Blackwell also 
stopped to check the situation and then 
waited until Hatch re-entered the race 
before proceeding. Plessinger himself 
got back into the race before Norton and 
Brown could catch up. 

"I know Joel and Fred Andrews pret- 
ty well and I’ve been keeping up on how 
Fred’s been doing in the woods this 
year,” said Brown, who had just 
returned from a supercross in Tokyo, 
where he finished third in the 125cc 
main event. “I wanted to come out and 
see how I might do against these guys. 
This might be the next thing I get into 
after another season or two of pro 
motocross and supercross." 

Brown could be pleased with his 
sixth-overall effort. Before he became 
tired in the closing stages, a top-three 
overall finish was not out of the ques- 
tion. 

Brown was fortunate to out-last at 
least one of the GNCC regulars. Black- 
well seemed completely fatigued after 


two hours of close racing with. 


Plessinger, Brown and the others. With 
two laps to go, he departed the race and 
called it a season as the fourth-ranked 
rider in the year-end standings. 

Up front Summers was in a zone, 
finding the right lines and the right 
places to pass the backmarkers as he 
lapped them. He finally accepted the 
checkered flag as the overall winner 
with three and a half minutes to spare 
on Hatch. Plessinger was another two 
minutes back in third, crossing the fin- 
ish line just one second ahead of a rapid- 
ly closing Tom Norton. Sharpless, the 
250cc A class winner, rounded the out 
the top five overall ahead of Brown. €N

McGrath shows ‘em no mercy at Bercy

PARIS, FRANCE, NOV. 5-7 
44 T was the Prince of Bercy when I 
I the 125cc class two years 
ago. I hope I can be the King of 
Bercy this year," said Team Honda's 
Jeremy McGrath at the pre-race presen- 
tation on the third, and final, day of this 
year's Paris Bercy SX. And that is exact- 
ly what the reigning Camel Supercross 
champion achieved, despite defeat in 
two of his three races in the final 
evening of competition. 

Regarded as one of the premier off- 
season supercrosses, the Paris Super- 
cross, held in Bercy Stadium, pits riders 
against one another for three consecu- 
tive days of bar-banging action. The top 
125cc rider is crowned "Prince of 
Bercy," while the title of "King" goes to 
the best 250cc rider. 

McGrath had raced unbeaten 
through the first two days of competi- 
tion to confirm his ranking as the 
world's best supercrosser, but on the 
third day his Honda teammate, Jeff 
Stanton, served notice that he plans on 
regaining his crown in 1994. 

This year's French classic had a new 
race program in which the 125cc and 
250cc riders raced not only amongst 
themselves, but against each other as 
well. The top-finishing riders from each 
class went on to compete in a combined 
125 and 250cc Superfinal at the end of 
the evening. 





The new format was not greeted with 
open arms by the US contingent. 
Yamaha mechanic Brian Lunnis was the 
first to voice his dipleasure, and stated 
before the start of the weekend's racing, 
“If my bosses at Yamaha had known 
that they were going to mix the 125s and 
250s they wouldn't have let Mike Craig 
come. The diversity of performance over 
the big jumps makes it dangerous and 
the AMA season is not far off." 

As it was, there were few direct con- 
frontations as the 250s outdragged the 
smaller bikes along the long start 
straight. 

The French had expected their latest 
star, Mikael Pichon, to clean up the 
125cc class, but nervous tension got to 
the 17-year-old and he only won one 
moto (plus a class win in the Superfinal) 
throughout the three days. 

Paris debutants Ryan Hughes and 
Honda of Troy /Enzo Racing rider Craig 
Decker shared the 125cc class wins. 
Kawasaki-mounted Hughes emulated 
McGrath's five moto wins in six starts, 
while consistency clinched the overall 
class win on day three for Decker. 

Holeshot expert McGrath was actual- 
ly beaten out of turn one in two out of 
three races on Friday, but still won. 
Larry Ward, who always rides above his 
normal form in the French arena, 
snatched the early lead in the first 250cc 





heat, but inevitably fell to McGrath and 
multi-champion Jeff Stanton in mid-race. 

"It is only my second race on the 
Yamaha, so I feel good to have finished 
so close," said Ward, who held on to 
third. 

Stanton could never close right up on 
his Honda teammate, and it was already 
clear that the Hondas had few rivals for 
the win at Bercy. Fourth-placed Jeff 
Matiasevich was nearly half a lap down 
at the flag. 

The second 250cc qualifier was led by 
McGrath all the way, as Stanton had to 
fight his way past Mike Craig and 
Frederick Bolley. But in the big race 
which ended the evening, McGrath 
again had to come from behind. Stanton 
holeshot, but his younger rival slammed 
inside at the second turn and displayed 
his usual early pace to open up a lead. 
Stanton closed in late in the race, but it 
was too late to reverse the positions. 

The main European challengers had 
failed to qualify for the race. Former 
125cc World Champion Stefan Everts 
got taken down early in both qualifiers 
and in the last chance qualifier, while 
reigning 250cc World Champion Greg 
Albertyn experienced clutch problems 
and fell all on his own. Some acrimony 
was created between the 250cc GP rivals 
as the South African took out the 
Belgian in their first race.

“I didn't do it on purpose. Stefan had 
passed me and I was trying to get him 
back. I had the inside line and I didn't 
expect him to come across me. That's 
racing. If Stefan is sore at me, OK, but I 
don't need his mother, mechanic and 
entire family screaming at me," said 
Albertyn. 

The duo clashed again in the LCQ 
when Albertyn fell into Everts’ path 
after a collision with Guy Cooper. 

Day two saw McGrath holeshot all of 
his races, each time pushing fellow- 
rapid-gater Bolley into the hay bales, 
but Stanton got closer than ever to beat- 
ing his teammate. 

The Michigan rider had settled for 
qualifying in the 250cc heats, but in the 
Superfinal he rode with a vengeance 
from a terrible start, which saw him 
complete the opening lap fifth. The 15- 
lap race was nearly halfway complete 
before Stanton cut inside Bolley for sec- 
ond at the end of the tunnel. Once into 
second, Stanton closed the gap on 
McGrath and put on a wonderful show 
as he pressured the leader. Time ran 
out, however, and Stanton was forced to 
settle for the runner-up position at the 
checkered flag. 

“I felt a little tired and nervous 
tonight with the difference in time 
zones, but the reaction of the crowd as 
Jeff closed in woke me up," admitted 
McGrath on the rostrum. 

Stanton was pure magic through the 
whoops, and each lap closed down the 
leader. But the obstacle was too short 
and narrow before the tight turn under 
the Dunlop Bridge for him to make a 
pass there. With a lap and a half to go, 
Stanton made his move at the end of the 
tunnel, slamming inside to nose in front 
of McGrath. Had it been a points-scor- 
ing race against anyone other than his 
teammate he would surely have won, 
but McGrath didn't back off and used 
his extra momentum from the outside 
line to squeeze through the narrow gap 
which Stanton left him next to the wall. 
Both riders were satisfied with their per- 
formances. 

Ward got a stone hooked up in his 
rear brake, thus leaving Bolley to snatch 
third in only his second ride back from a 
virus infection, while Everts advanced 
to fifth from a poor start. Albertyn again 
failed to qualify after crashing each race, 
his best performance coming in the sec- 
ond qualifier when he fought through to 
second and was trying to close down 
McGrath when he fell victim to the 
whoops. 

Kawasaki's Hughes had won the first 
125cc race on Friday after rival Frederic 
Vialle crashed down field in the closing 
stages, but he then took three straight 
gate-to-flag wins in the class qualifiers, 
despite continual pressure from behind. 

Home-country hero Pichon was 
under tremendous pressure to succeed 
and he went down early in both Friday 
qualifiers. The second race had to be 
rerun, however, after Buddy Antunez 
got his leg caught up in the rear wheel, 
of Jimmy Gaddis' Kawasaki in the tun- 
nel - it took nearly 15 minutes to free 
him by first cutting spokes to release the 
tension and then knocking out the axle. 
Antunez's leg was, remarkably, unbro- 
ken and he was able to make the restart. 

This time, Pichon got away with 
Hughes, but the Californian withstood 
the pressure for 10 laps. Both races on 
Saturday were a similar story, though 


Pichon only got to second late in the sec- 
ond race after Decker had provided the 
main opposition for most of the race. 

The 125s were out-powered from the 
start in the Superfinals, as Hughes failed 
to win the class each day. Pichon battled 
250-mounted Bolley to finish sixth over- 
all on Friday. 

Kawasaki's teen-sensation Robbie 
Reynard had looked very unhappy 
throughout Friday, as his borrowed bike 
continually failed to pick up power 
cleanly out of the turns, but he finally 
scored a significant - if lucky - win in 
Saturday's LCQ after falls plagued 
Tragter, Vialle and Gaddis. 

A wonderful start in the Superfinal 
saw Reynard third on lap one and he 
was still holding fifth overall a few laps 
from the end until his right shoulder 
popped out in a fall. Hughes had been 
the only other 125cc rider to start well, 
and he had already gone down hard on 
the triple, so Vialle was left to win the 
class behind seven 250s after a last cor- 
ner block pass on Pichon. 

Sunday afternoon was turnaround 
day for the previously unbeaten 
McGrath and Hughes. 

Hughes started badly in the opening 
race, then fell after reaching fourth and 
ultimately finished sixth as Pichon final- 
ly took a win from Decker. Hughes 
bounced back to run away with the sec- 
ond qualifier, while Pichon was strolling 
to the overall class win as he ran second, 
until a simple fall took him down three 
laps from the end. A grateful Decker 
could not dislodge Eric Kehoe from sec- 
ond, but third was enough to lead 
Hughes and Pichon by a point. 

McGrath gated well from the unfa- 
vored outside line in his first heat, but 
was treated to the same tactics he had 
inflicted on Bolley the previous evening 
as rugged Frenchman Jerome Belval 
pushed him into the bales. 

McGrath emerged fourth from the 
turn, but Stanton went under him in 
traffic. A lap later, McGrath unsuccess- 
fully tried the same move, going down 
in the process and remounting 10th. 

This was proving to be the best race 
of the weekend, as 100 yards later 
McGrath was eighth while the obstruc- 
tive Belval took challenger Everts down, 
rather than letting him past. 

Lap three saw more drama as Cooper 
and Cliff Palmer tangled in the whoops 
and neither Bolley nor McGrath could 
avoid them. Sixth place was the best that 
was left for the previously unbeaten 
McGrath, but Stanton still didn't win. 
Craig had headed the man from 
Michigan once already on Saturday, and 
showed fine form to notch a win aboard 
his factory Yamaha. 

McGrath made no mistakes in his 
second ride, passing Craig early on. The 
Yamaha teamster looked good for the 
overall win as he could even have 
afforded the luxury of being passed by 
Stanton, but a simple fall dropped him 
down field and he did not race again. 

The US contingent was looking fairly 
battered by now. In addition to Craig, 
Antunez and Reynard, Cooper had 
wrenched his right shoulder when he 
was thrown off in the tunnel and his 
Suzuki landed on top of him. Matia- 
sevich was nursing his left ankle after 
catching it under the footrest, and 
Sunday practice had been stopped when 
Chad Pederson crashed in the tunnel. 

Stanton had won the 250cc class 
overall on Sunday, but a race win still 
eluded him as 16 riders lined up for the 
final 15-lapper. 

Stanton gated second, with McGrath 
in front of him. Stanton was not to be 
denied, however. During lap two 
through the series of jumps by the fin- 
ish, Stanton lined up the leader and 
rode McGrath high into the bales in the

turn at the end. McGrath tried to retali- 
ate on the next lap and put in another 
charge after 10 laps, but all to no avail. 
Stanton had his win, and it had come 
with a pass - showing that he will once 
again be a candidate for the blue and 
yellow plate in '94. 

Ward was a fairly close third and 
Albertyn finally stayed on his bike to 
register a fourth. Hughes led the 125s 
for almost all the race following an early 
fall by Decker. €N

After 
years of eventful pursuit of 
Grand Prix racing's ultimate 


honor, Kevin Schwantz has finally won 
the 500cc World Championship, a title 
that many of his numerous fans were 
beginning to question would ever be 
his. A decade after Suzuki last won the 
500cc crown, with Franco Uncini back in 
1982, the Japanese factory's small-but- 
dedicated race department, fronted by 
former works Suzuki GP rider Mitsuo 
Itoh, has defeated their Honda and 
Yamaha rivals to win road racing's most 
glittering prize. They did so with the lat- 
est XR79 version of their twin-crank- 
shaft, crankcase reed-valve V-four racer, 
the RGV500. 

As the chance to ride the Suzuki at 
one of the team's end-of-season sessions 
at Jerez in Spain proved, the bike that 
took Schwantz to four GP wins and the 
title in 1993 (and teammate Alex Barros 
to his first-ever GP victory, after two 
close misses earlier in his debut season 
with the Lucky Strike Suzuki team) is a 
recognizable development of its 1992 
XR78 predecessor, which I rode just one 
year ago at the Suzuki test track at 
Ryuyu. It is perhaps closer to its fore- 
runner than any previous Suzuki works 
500 has been, since the factory 
announced its return to racing at the

end of 1986 by unveiling the first of its 
V-four-racers, the XR71, at the final GP 
of the year at Misano. Evolution, not 
revolution, made Schwantz World 
Champion at last. Though he’s much too 
modest to admit it, the key to Kevin's 
crown was Suzuki's recruitment of 
Stuart Shenton as race engineer at the 
start of the 1993 season. A former 
Kawasaki (during the Ballington/ 
Hansford era) and Honda GP techni- 
cian, who had worked with HRC ever 
since the Freddie Spencer double 
250/500cc World Championship season 
of 1985, Shenton understood the value 
of linear development of an existing 
design, rather than making sweeping 
changes from one year to the next, often 
without any side-by-side or back-to- 
back comparison. 

This was, frankly, Suzuki's modus 
operandi: decide at the end of the sea- 
son what improvements should be 
wrought on the bike for the following 
year, design a new bike around them, 


incorporating the latest and greatest , 


from their component suppliers, and 
hope to get it finished in time for testing 


at least a month before the first GP of 
the season - in those days on home 
ground in Japan. 

The fact that, more often than not, 
Schwantz succeeded in inflicting maxi- 
mum embarrassment on Suzuki's bitter 


' Honda rivals, by defeating the might of 


their factory team on their home ground 
at Suzuka, disguised the fact that this 
wasn't the ideal way to go about things - 
as Schwantz more than anyone came to 
realize. 

The Texan especially wanted to do 
more off-season testing, to try to keep 
up momentum and evaluate various 
modifications in terms of a direct com- 
parison with what was on the bike 
already, rather than throwing new stuff 
at it and hoping it would all work. This 
completely mirrored Shenton's own 
empirical philosophy and, to their cred- 
it, Suzuki's engineers went along with it 
and changed their development policy 
accordingly. The 1992/93 off-season was 
Shenton's first at Suzuki and it was a 
very different winter's work from what 
had gone on before, as he recalled for 
me in the Spanish sunshine at Jerez. 


“We started our winter test program 
just two weeks after the final GP of the ‘92 
season at Kyalami," Shenton said. "And 
ran it right through up to two weeks 
before the opening “93 round in Australia. 
Suzuki engineers told us it was the most 
comprehensive off-season test schedule 
the company had ever undertaken, and 
we did a lot of work in four main areas: 
power delivery, grip, the balance of the 
bike, and suspension - Kayaba did a huge 
amount of work with us, too. The result is 
that we started the season much better 
prepared than before, which allowed us 
to take the initiative and make the others 
worry about keeping up with us. But the 
reason we could do this is because we 
built on the strengths of last year's bike, 
and produced an improved version of it, 
rather than throwing it away and starting 
again with a clean piece of paper. For 
example, the chassis we started the sea- 
son with was almost identical to the '92 
bike, and the only update we had all sea- 
son was a new one for Jerez which was 
the same as before, but had a greater 
range of adjustment." 

Évolution, not revolution... 








Same with the engine, too. The XR79 
version of Suzuki's 70-degree V-four is 
closely based on the Big Bang XR78 
which was introduced in May of 1992. 
Suzuki was the first of Honda's rivals to 
react to the Sound of Suzuka, when the 
first NR500 with a closed-up firing 
order alerted the rest of the GP world to 
the improved traction and increased 
rideability offered by the New Order of 
two-stroke race engineering. 

The title-winning '93 engine is essen- 
tially unchanged, says Shenton, apart 
from switching to magnesium crankcas- 
es this season instead of the aluminium 
ones used before. This saves about 4.4 
pounds in weight, allowing the team to 
add stiffness in other areas - better bear- 
ings in the swingarm pivot, for example, 
or an improved linkage for the rear 
shock - as well as making improvements 
that cost weight, like adding an elec- 
tronic speed-shifter and smoothing out 
the shift linkage. 

“Our main aim was to make the bike 
as user-friendly as possible," Shenton 
said, ^with a power delivery that's more 
linear than progressive. Ideally, half a 
turn of the throttle should mean half the 
available power, at those revs, delivered 
to the back wheel. It's all a process of 
refinement we're aiming at, which 
Suzuki has gone along with 100%. And 
the results are there to see - look at the 
way Alex was able to adapt to the bike 
so quickly that he almost won the fourth 
GP on it here at Jerez, if he hadn't gotten 
overly enthusiastic with the checkered 
flag in sight." 

A user-friendly works 500? - there's a 
novel thought. And yet...and yet, the 
Suzuki that put Schwantz on top of the 
world at last is, relatively speaking, 
exactly that. Out of the four works racers 
from four different factories that I've rid- 
den in the past four weeks, the Suzuki is 
recognizably the most refined and com- 
plete, yet at the same time the most ride- 
able. It doesn't have the raw top-end 
power of the Honda NSR500, but it's a 
more confident, easier-handling bike, 
and a better all-round package. 

The Cagiva, which so greatly resem- 
bles the Suzuki, is close, but it isn't so 
easy to change direction with and, now 
that I've ridden both bikes, I know the 
Cagiva still lacks that vital edge in accel- 
eration which I thought it might finally 
have obtained. And while the results 
obtained by Wayne Rainey and Luca 
Cadalora on the Yamahas speak for 
themselves, especially after their reput- 
ed handling problems were resolved by 
adopting a ROC chassis, the ROC- 
Íramed Big Bang works Yamaha I sam- 
pled didn't have the top end power and 
appetite for revs that the Suzuki has, 
even if it steered and handled just as 
well. 

By a patient process of gradual 
development, the Lucky Strike team and 
Suzuki engineers have evolved the 
RGV500 into a bike that, in the form I 
rode it, and at my gentler pace, is a 
paragon of all-round excellence, a mas- 
ter of all trades, deficient in none. There 
were, obviously, occasions when the 
team struggled to find the right setup to 
enable Schwantz and Barros to wield 
their customary magic. But a bike that 
can win at tracks as diverse as Fastern 
Creek and Jarama at one extreme, and 
the Salzburgring at the other, with 
swoopy, sweeping Assen somewhere in 
the middle, not to mention its suprema- 
cy at twisty Jerez, where I sampled the 
RGV500 for myself, is a truly adaptable 
motorcycle - the Suzuki switch-hitter. 
Why you can even, honestly, imagine 
riding it on the street...so long as there's 
a German autobahn with no speed lim- 
its close at hand, to let you clear the 
plugs out at 186 mph-plus. 

This is all the more ironic in view of 





the fact that, for internal reasons, Suzuki 
race team management had to pretend, 
back in 1986 when they announced their 
Official return to the GP arena, that one 
of their objectives in doing so was to 
develop a race-bred successor to the 
RGB500 street rod, in turn derived from 
the RGV's square-four rotary-valve pre- 
decessor which was World Champion. 
After riding it, the thought of an 
RGV500 road rocket based on Kev's 
World Champion GP racer is not as far- 
fetched as you might imagine, and cer- 
tainly more than a little tasty. 

Do I exaggerate? Well, wind the 
throttle wide open in second gear exit- 
ing the last turn before the pits at Jerez, 
then feel the rear of the bike squat as the 
Michelin radial digs into the tarmac and 
listen to the deep, throaty growl of the 
Big Bang motor, whose four cylinders 
fire in diagonal pairs (left front with 
right rear, then vice versa) just under 90 
degrees apart, leaving over 270 degrees 
of down time for the tire to get a grip on 
things and propel you without drama 
out of the turn and off down the straight 
at speeds you can only dream of. Watch 
the tach needle climb from under seven 
grand up to 13,600 rpm in a seamless, 
stepless, glitch-free mode - then tell me I 
exaggerate. 

The Suzuki has a myriad of electronic 
systems to help make this possible, two 
of which are a single guillotine-type 
power valve in the 8-port (five trans- 
fer/three exhaust) cylinders, and a com- 
plimentary Power Chamber variable- 
dimension exhaust system, each with a 
separate motor but working in unison, 
electronically-controlled by an EPROM 
chip and according to the throttle posi- 
tion, ignition curve and gear selected. 
It's a mark of how refined the power 
delivery is that it's quite possible to tell 
when the power valve is wide open or 
the Power Chamber in full power mode 
- so smooth and linear is the transition, 
yet at the same time so strong and 
meaty the power output. 

Suzuki started the year with two dif- 
ferent engine specifications, one sharper 
and more hard-edged, the other 
smoother and easier to ride, with the 
same absolute top end. It's a mark of the 
effectiveness of Suzuki's work that both 
riders ended up using the more linear, 





more measured configuration for the last 
four or five races. After riding the result, 
you can figure out why: it's just simply 
more rideable, and that's as important to 
a Captain of the Universe like Schwantz 
as it is to a play-racer like me who's pre- 
tending he's king for a day. 

"| usually come out of a turn at 
around 8500-9000 rpm," said a watching 
Alex Barros, “but the engine's so respon- 
sive low down, you can gas it wide open 
from as low as 6300 revs, and it still 
accelerates well. You're using too low a 
gear and too many revs out of the last 
turn here, which is why the bike's stand- 
ing on the back wheel. You must be 
using bottom gear, which we never do 
here - we gear it to run just the top five 
gears at Jerez, and some other tracks too. 
There's such a wide power band, you 
can do this: I usually change up at about 
13,000, but it'll run to 13,800 rpm before 
the power falls off, if you have to." 

Taking Alex's advice and riding the 
torque curve out of turns proved this is 
the hot tip - but it still doesn't keep the 
front wheel on the ground all the time. 
The Suzuki is so potent and punchy, it'll 
wheelie in third gear quite happily. 
Though peak power of more than 165 
bhp at the back wheel is delivered at 


































12,800 rpm, a few revs higher than last 
season, it would run almost 1000 rpm 
over that, as Alex predicted, if you 
needed to save a couple of gearchanges, 
like in the twisty section after the first 
turn. And with Suzuki's "pre-emptive 
traction control" in the bottom three 
gears - not true traction control like in F- 
1 car racing, where the system is trig- 
gered by the onset of wheelspin, but a 
different kind of rider-aid to stop it hap- 
pening in the first place - allied to the 
benefits of Big Bang engine design, you 
can catapult yourself out of turns with a 
power that becomes addictive, all with- 
out the bike getting out of shape or the 
rear wheel going walkabout, even on 
the standard radials I was using. Of 
course, if your name is Kevin Schwantz, 
a touch of acrobatic ballet as you flick 
the back end back in line is all par for 
the course, but we're talking conven- 
tional human ability in my case, not the 
kind of superhero who rides at 101%- 
plus all the time. 

The Suzuki “not-a-traction-control” 
system is another electronic system, 
which retards the ignition in the bottom 
three gears, depending on throttle posi- 
tion and engine rpm, and can be prepro- 
grammed via an EPROM chip to deliver

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variable engine characteristics, depend- 
ing on these two parameters - all with 
the aim of maximizing traction and 
improving grip under acceleration out 
of turns. With all this computerization, 
it's almost a surprise to confirm that the 
Suzuki still runs the same 36mm Mikuni 
dual-body flat-slide carbs as before, 
rather than using electronic fuel injec- 
tion like Honda is experimenting with - 
but even the Mikunis are tricked out, for 
these have two electronic powerjets, one 
for low engine speeds up to about five- 
figure revs, the other to give an extra 
dose of gas over that. 

"EFI will come into its own next sea- 
son, with the new low-lead, 102-octane 
fuel regulations," Shenton said. "We 
expect an 8-10% power loss, which 
fuel-injected bikes will find it much 
easier to compensate for, which is why 
Honda has invested the huge develop- 
ment costs and teams of manpower to 
get them where they are today with it. 
We first tested EFI with Wayne 
Gardner in Australia four years ago on 
an NSR500, and they're only now get- 
ting it right. But though we know 
Cagiva and Yamaha are also hard at 
work on EFI, it appears Suzuki isn't, 
because of the Japanese recession and 
the budget entailed. We may be able to 
learn from others' mistakes when we 
do start, but I hope it's sooner rather 
than later, otherwise we really risk 
being left behind."

Another electronic rider-aid fitted for 
the first time this season is Suzuki's own 
speed-shifter, which is considerably 
more sophisticated than the CTS and 
other European systems used by 














Cagiva, Aprilia, etc. The Suzuki system 
not only delivers an extremely precise, 
positive change which is neither overly 
sensitive, so that you change gears with- 
out meaning to, nor so harsh you can 
feel it's not being kind to the gear clus- 
ter, it even works well if you short-shift 
wide-open, which the CTS, especially, 
doesn't like. 

The Suzuki system is trick because 
not only does it have a different length 
of ignition cutout depending on the 
ratio about to be selected (this can also 
be easily varied via an EPROM chip fit- 
ted to the control box on the left of the 
tachometer - important for when you 
change internal ratios via the side-load- 
ing gearbox cluster), but it also compen- 
sates for wheelspin automatically. And 
it works really well. Only I have to 
admit that the Lucky Strike team's on- 
board telemetry system (developed by 
PI Research in Britain, the same compa- 
ny which supplies all IndyCar and some 
F-1 car teams with similar systems) told 





some home truths about my flat-shifting 
technique. The 12-channel system used 
for racing (monitoring rpm, front/rear 
suspension travel and wheel speed, 
exhaust valve position, Power Chamber 
position, water temp., cornering force - 
via an accelerometer pointing down- 
wards - and most relevantly throttle 
position) showed that Alex Barros had 
the throttle wide open for 2176 of his lap 
time on a dry track at Jerez, while I 
struggled to reach 10%. Well, there 
were a few damp patches when I was 
out there - hey, a man's got to have 
some sort of excuse! 

The Suzuki's chassis is very similar 
to last year's XP78 design, but Shenton 
admits that they've experimented with 
engine position, mainly to improve the 
balance of the bike, as well as grip. The 
result feels more delicate to ride than 
the other 500s I've sampled this season, 
as well as being better-steering than the 
XR78 I rode last year in Japan. It feels 
like there's more weight on the front 
wheel compared to the ‘92 bike, which 
may be a function of how it was set up, 
or, more likely, that they've moved the 
engine forward a little in relation to the 
wheelbase. 

The Suzuki definitely changes direc- 
tion better than its rivals, and has very 
neutral steering - it doesn't tip suddenly 
into turns, nor understeer under power 
out of them. With the ultra-responsive 
engine and perfect carburetion, it's an 
easy bike to hold on line, and the 
Kayaba suspension was beyond criti- 
cism at the speeds I was riding at, on a 
smooth track like Jerez. This is a bike 
that inspires confidence, in spite of its 
awesome performance. 

But where will they find space to fit 
the lights? 





And the brakes? Well, last year I got 
myself into trouble by saying that the AP 
carbon brakes fitted to Schwantz's bike 
didn't work well - and they didn't, with 
either my hand on the lever, or Doug 
Chandler's, or anyone else's except the 
hardest braker in the world - Schwantz. 
The Lucky Strike team had fitted the 
bike I was riding with Barros-spec pads 
and discs, and I guess they proved a 
point: they work - very well. Even 
though my disc temperature was 170 
degrees down on Alex's (380 degrees vs 
550) because I thought I was squeezing 
hard but obviously not hard enough, the 
black brakes gave magical stopping 
power at the end of the straight, yet with 
lots of sensitivity if you just caress the 
lever lightly to cram off some unwanted 
speed on a long turn. 

They do take a while to warm up, but 
once hot (or in my case, I guess, luke- 
warm) they stay hot, even without 
shrouds fitted on a 68-degree fall day, 
and deliver a constant lever pressure all 
the time, with no servo sensation on the 
lever as you squeeze hard to stop. 

Okay, why such improvement? 
Firstly, the grade of carbon/carbon 
disc/pad combination used makes them 
more user-friendly for normal humans, 
but AP has also refined its superlative 
six-piston calipers hewn from solid 
metal, and fitted them with articulated 
pads which provide four leading edges 
per brake, rather than just two as before. 
Also, they employ a master cylinder 
which is adjustable for pressure, to 
deliver responsive-yet-total stopping 
power that is the best I’ve ever sampled. 
I wasn't paid to say that - honest! Just 
glad to cet the record straight. 

But that's not all. Though not yet 
raced on the bike, Suzuki was testing 
the latest version of AP's carbon clutch 
at Jerez, and left it on the bike when I 
rode it. This has been compulsory 
equipment in F-1 car racing for some 
time, and has been around the bike 
world since 1990. Since then it's been 
tested by Cagiva and the Roberts 
Yamaha team, as well as adopted by 
Steve Webster for sidecar racing. 

Though more expensive than a con- 
ventional metal clutch, it's cheaper in 
the long run because it's more durable, 
as well as bulletproof (the more it slips 
when cold, the hotter it gets and the bet- 
ter it works), and much lighter: Suzuki 
was testing it for the first time at Jerez, 
and saved 2.2 pounds compared to its 
usual 19-plate design. The carbon clutch 
is a 7-plate design with a diaphragm 
spring like on a car clutch, and has to be 
warmed up properly, as I discovered 
when I was the first one to sample it. 
Trailing round slowly to warm up the 
tires wasn't enough to get it hot, so the 
first time I opened it up down the pit 
straight it slipped at peak revs. But once 
it was hot, it worked really well, with a 
light action and no grabbing off the line 
- as Barros confirmed with a succession 
of practice starts. 

Interestingly, taking so much weight 
off the side of the engine doesn’t affect 
the flywheel effect, nor in turn the 
torque or engine pickup, nor does the 
engine need to be rebalanced. The way 
ahead? 

Black clutch or not, Schwantz and 
Suzuki will take some stopping in 1994, 
even without EFI on the horizon to help 
them get over the effects of the low-lead 
fuel to be used next season. They may 
need fuel injection in the long term, but 
for now the RGV500 is the class of the 
pack, a worthy World Champion whose 
patient evolution into a world-beating 
motorcycle is a credit to Suzuki and the 
Lucky Strike team. It is also unbeliev- 
ably responsive and rewarding to ride.

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TEST 1994 Kawasaki KX250-K1

very two. years without fail, 

Kawasaki gives their KX125 and 

KX250 a total makeover, whether 
they need it or not. Even if the green 
machines happened to win every 
shootout the year before, you can bet 
they'll be revamped when the model 
year ends with an even number. Honda 
used to keep the same schedule with 
their CR250, but apparently even “Big 
Red” decided that updates would be 
enough for 1994. With the fresh batches 
of Honda, KTM, Suzuki and Yamaha 
MXers all looking quite familiar, the new 
Kawasaki is anything but “old hat,” 
thanks to an all-new frame and body- 
work. But while few would argue that 
the KX250's totally new look is pleasing 
to the eye, it doesn't necessarily follow 
that the changes will yield improvements 
in performance. More than once, manu- 
facturers have turned competitive motor- 
cycles into failures, simply to try and sat- 
isfy their marketing reports. 

We at Cycle News fell in love with last 
year's KX250, so when we first got a 
photo of the new Kawie, our initial rush 
of excitement was followed by a feeling 
of paranoia. Had our old friend been 
replaced with a back-stabbing imposter, 
or would we like the new chum even bet- 
ter? Spending some time with the 
stranger was the only way to find out. 


Is it as new as it looks? 

A quick glance over the KX250's list of 
changes reveals that the bike has 
received more than just aesthetic 
updates. The engine's exhaust and trans- 
fer port shapes have been revised in an 
effort to boost low-end and midrange, 
and the exhaust port's duration was 








shortened by two degrees. The compres- 
sion ratio is higher and the piston pin is 
now taper-bored, making it five grams 
lighter. To decrease the coolant's flow 
resistance, a single hose connects the 
radiators to the engine, replacing the 
'93's twin hoses. The transmission's input 
shaft is three millimeters larger in diame- 
ter, and the serrations on the change 
shaft are larger. In addition, the expen- 
sive NGK R6254E-9 spark plug was 
canned in favor of a standard BSEVX. 

A new, lighter, injection-molded air- 
box incorporates the side panels and rear 
fender as walls, and the air is fed to a 
carb that features a different cutaway. 
Also, the engine-side rubber carburetor

E to ken ied by es manufactur- 
er. Steering head angle remains the same 
at 26 degrees, but the 57.6-inch wheelbase 
is a full inch shorter than in ‘93. Rounding 
out the changes to the more compact 
frame are a switch to hollow steel frame 
gussets, from the welded type of last 
year’s model, and a steel subframe, which 
replaces the ‘93 model's aluminum unit. 

The new swingarm has a hollow, cast- 
aluminum cross pipe and pivot area, 
while last year’s bike had a casting that 
was welded to an extrusion. Larger, 
lighter-weight swingarm main tubes 
replace the dual box-section tubes of ‘93. 

Kawasaki received nothing but praise 
for both their front and rear suspension 
last year, but they still decided to update 
both ends. Apparently they subscribe to 
the "if it ain't broke, fix it anyway" theo- 
ry. The stellar fork retained the same 
spring rate and valving, but the outer 
tubes received a special coating to reduce 
initial harshness. The shock's compres- 
sion damping valve got an increase in 
diameter from 14 to 18mm, the linkage 
ratio was altered and the spring rate was 
increased from 4.7 kg/mm to 4.9. Finally, 
works-type wrap-around fork guards 
replace the skinny protectors of last year. 

While riders raved about the ‘93 KX's 
suspension, they lamented the brakes, 
which tended to get mushy over time. 
Kawasaki apparently tired of watching 
KX riders blowing through turns, as they 
gave the front master cylinder less free 
stroke and mounted up a more rigid 
caliper. Also, the new pads have a higher 
coefficient of friction. The plastic disc 
guard is no longer used. Out back, the 
master cylinder got a 1.3mm-larger pis- 
ton diameter, while the caliper’s piston 
diameter was decreased 3mm, to 27mm. 
Also, the brake hose is now a high- 
expansion unit. 

In the ergonomics department, the 
KX250 got all-new plastic and a lower, 
dual-density urethane seat-foam block. 
The handlebars have a lower bend, as 
well as steel end-plugs to reduce vibra- 
tion. 

Another change worth mentioning is 
the number on the KX's price tag. Like all 
the other Japanese manufacturers, 
Kawasaki has been adversely affected by 
the declining yen, and the KX's $4949 
MSRP is a full $600 higher than the ‘93 
model. a

WOODLAND, WA, NOV. 13 

Seattle-area rider Dallas Nyblod continued his 
reign of terror in northwest vintage motocross 
racing at Round Two of the Vintage Dirt-spon- 
sored series at Woodland Motocross Park. 

Nyblod won three classes, riding his 1974 
Honda CR125 to a 125cc Expert win, and also 
taking the 36+ and 250cc Expert wins on a 1974 
Yamaha YZ250. Nyblod won all the classes with 
impressive 1-1 sweeps. 

Nyblod's first task was the combined 125cc 
Expert/ Amateur class, where he won both 
motos ahead of great battles between Expert 
Richard Sipp and Amateur Darren Peterson. 
Peterson came out on top of a moto two 
shootout between the duo to take second and 
top Amateur followed by Sipp, Harry Taylor 
and Steve Kauffman. 

In 250cc Expert action, Nyblod had to mount 
come-from-behind rides in each outing, having 
trouble with a pair of Honda riders. Randy 
Jungwirth led both motos for two laps but 
crashed his way out of contention, allowing 
teammate Joe Casey to settle into the lead. 
Casey wasn't a match for Nyblod, who found a 
way around him. Casey was the second overall 
finisher with 2-2 placings. 

The 30-40 class was much the same as 
Nyblod led start to finish in the first moto, but 
Jungwirth came back with a vengeance in the 
second outing only to succumb to both Casey 
and Nyblod. Nyblod took over shortly thereafter 
and went on to finalize his sweep. Casey again 
went 2-2 for second ahead of Garry Rotter. 

Also posting stellar performances was Ore- 
gon's Dale Demaris, winner of the 40+ and Open 
Expert classes, also with 1-1 rides on the North- 
west Maico/CZ-backed CZ.
